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Egypt to link treaty talks 
to comprehensive solution

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 
— Egyptian negotiators plan 
to link progress od the Egyp- 
tian-Israeti peace treaty with 
five major issues relating to 
a comprehensive peace in -the 
negotiations slated to open 
here Thursday, informed sour- 
ces said Tuesday. 

The Egyptian team will be 
seeking to make any final 
treaty with Israel contingent 
on Israeli concessions on the 
following issues: 

— The West Bank, 

— Arab East Jerusalem. 

— The Golan Heights, 

— Compensation for Pa- 
lestinians expelled from Israel 
proper, and 

— The right of return for 
Palestinians in exile. 

It is expected Egypt will 
press for direct linkage of the 
step-by-step implementation 
of an Egyptian Israeli treaty 
with progress on -these speci- 
fic points, the sources said. 


The Israeli delegation, to be 
headed by Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, is certain to 
resist such linkage, and for 
this reason, some political ob- 
servers expect the negotiations 
to drag on for some weeks, 
perhaps ending in a stalemate. 

Preparations for the negotia- 
tions, which will be opened by 
President Carter at the White 
House Thursday, were late in 
starting, due to some extent to 
the uncertainty over the situa- 
tion in Lebanon. 

Arrangements for internatio- 
nal press coverage of the talks 
are still incomplete, and there 
is uncertainty over who will 
brief reporters and where the 
press center will be located. 

Some sources believe there 
wilt be an attempt to limit 
briefings and news leaks, as at 
the September Camp David 
conference. But because of the 
large number of ‘ partici- 
pants involved, it is believed 
efforts to cl&rap a newslid on 


Ashraf Mar wan ousted 
from AIO chairmanship 


CAIRO, Oct. 9 (Agencies) 
— President Anwar Sadat 
Tuesday dismissed Dr. Ashraf 
Marwan as chairman of the 
Arab Industries Organization 
(AIO) and transferred him to 
the foreign ministry, Cairo 
radio announced. 

The radio gave no reason 
for his dismissal, but the mass- 
circulation “At Akhbar’' said 
Marwau, 34, was demoted to 
the foreign ministry because 
of alleged dubious practices as 
head of AIO. 

In a scathing attack on Mar- 
wan, rare for the state-con- 
trolled papers here against a 
public official, “A1 Akhbar” 
said Marwan had turned AIO , 
into a "slate within a state”. 
The headline on its report said 
“the myth of Ashraf Marwan 
has ended." 

Sadat issued a decree ending 
his secondment from the Egyp- 
tian presidency to the AIO, in 
effect removing him as board 


chairman of the organization, 
a second ' decree . transferred 
him to the foreign ministry. 

“It is not expected that he 
will be given important work 
at the foreign ministry,” “A1 
Akhbar” said. 

The unheralded move comes 
after Sadat last week brought 
in a hew prime minister and 
cabinet, changed his ‘ ^mili- 
tary commanders, and ‘launch- 
ed his own political party. 

Marwan, the son-in-law of ' 
the late President Gama! Ab- 
dul Nasser, became Sadat’s 
diplomatic troubleshooter and 
special envoy in the early.. 
1970S. 

AIO was set up by Egypt. 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar, and the 
United Arab Emirates with a 
capital of Sl.l billion to pro- 
duce weapons for Egypt and 
other Arab countries. 

“AI Akhbar” said Marwan 
was paying some of his em- 
ployees very high salaries not 
justified by their duties. 


the negotiations would be 
fruitless. 

In Cairo President Anwar 
Sadat declared Tuesday he 
had instructed. Egypt’s dele- 
gation to the Washington talks 
. with “collect their papers and 
return” if the negotiations 
touch on Egyptian land or so- 
vereignty. 

But. speaking a few hours 
after the team departed Cairo. 
Sadat indicated he did not 
think this would happen at the 
talks. 

“I believe the other party 
(Israel) is ready with the same 
principles <tbat were decided at 
Camp David.” Sadat said. He 
was addressing a group of se- 
nior judges on the occasion of 
justice day in a speech broad- 
cast on radio and television. 

The delegation is headed by 
Defense Minister Lt. Gen. 
Kamal Hassan AIL The nego- 
tiators received their final ins- 
tructions from Sadat at a meet- 
ing Monday, and left Tuesday 
for a stopover in Paris before 
continuing to Washington. 

“My instructions were 
clear.” Sadat declared. “Every- 
thing that does not affect land 
or sovereignty can be discuss- 
ed and agreed upon. 

“But everything to do with 
sovereignty or land, from near 
or from far. cannot be dis- 
cussed at alL They are to col- 
lect their papers and return,” 
Sadat added. 

The talks are to deal almost 
* exclusively with a : peace treaty, 
which must be concluded by 
Dec. 17 at the latest Egyptian 
'officials have indicated the fu- 
ture of the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip will be touched 
upon, but said disagreement 
on this will not hold np con-, 
elusion of a bilateral accord. 

Sadat said that the day the 
Egyptian delegation signs an 
agreement in Washington “the 
(Israeli) military government 
in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip will end.

An official Saudi statement 
issued after the departure of 
President Sarkis appealed to all 
Lebanese “to exercise self-res- 
traint and do everything pos- 
sible to protect the interests of 
Lebanon and steer their coun- 
try towards tranquility... In or- 
der to concentrate their efforts 
on rebuilding their land.”

Iraqi

TEHRAN, Oct 10 (R) — 
Six masked gunmen attacked 
the Iraqi consulate in the port 
of Khorramshahx Tuesday in 
apparent reprisal for alleged 
Iraqi action against tbe Shah’s 
chief political opponent. 

An Iranian police guard was 
killed in a shootout at the con- 
sulate gates, but the attackers 
did not have a chance to use 
explosives or cans of petrol 
they were carrying in their 
car, an official spokesman said. 
The consulate building was hot 
damaged. 

More than 12 hours after ‘he 
pre-dawn attack, no one had 
claimed responsibility and poli- 
ce were still hunting the gun- 
men. 

But Iraqi embassy sources 
here said h might have been 
because of reports that the 
Iraqi government had placed 
restrictions on Ayatollah tspiri-

The Egyptian note said ail 
aspects of the current Arab 
situation should be discussed, 
especially the problem of Leba- 
non. 

it said Egypt was extremely 
concerned over “the continued 
deteri oration in the situation m 
Lebanon which represents a 
serious danger to the future of 
the Arab nation.” 

But the note stopped short 
of calling for steps to be taken 
"at the summit to end the mis- 
sion of the mainly Syrian Arab 
Deterrent Force (ADF) in Leba- 
non and order its withdrawal. 

This was included in the first 
Egyptian reaction to the sum- 
mit call and was announced by 
a foreign ministry spokesman 
last Sunday.

Moi, vice-president for II 
years under President Kenyatta, 
is expected to be sworn in' by 
the chief justice Saturday.

Meanwhile, a tour of Bourj 
Ham mm id a district housing 
over 25,000 Armenians, reveal- 
ed some of the most devastat- 
ing damage of any sector in 


the east. The narrow streets 
were cluttered with glass and 
bunding fragments, rows of 
shops were gutted, and hund- 
reds of apartments were punc- 
tured with shell holes. Two 
churches were hit by artillery 
and mortar rounds. Local of- 
ficials said 65 residents were 
killed and more than 300 
wounded during the 10-day on- 
slaught. 

Tbe neighborhood, surroun- 
ded by Syrian and rightist po- 
sitions. found itself in the cen- 
ter of the fight over two key 
bridges to the north that the 
rightists tried unsuccessfully to 
wrest from the Syrians. 

In a separate development 
Israel radio claimed Tuesday 
that all Soviet citizens in Bei- 
rut, including embassy staff, 
were hurriedly evacuated from 
the capital Monday night.

Ford claims 
role in M.E. 
peace accords 

NORFOLK, Virginia. Oct. 
10 (APj — Former U.S. Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford took part of 
Lhe credit Monday for the 
Camp David agreements on’ a 
peace plan for Israel and 
Egypt, saying President Carter 
had simply carried out "our 
step-by-step policy." 

“Let me remind you that I 
got Israel and the Egyptians 
to agree to Sinai 11 in 1975," 
Ford said at a news conier- 
ence. “That was a stepping- 
stone to Camp David. What 
thy president bas done is fol- 
low our step-by-step policy.” 

Under the Sinai 11 accord 
negotiated by then Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger and 
signed in Geneva in 1975, Is- 
rael agreed to remove troops 
from the Sinai and the United 
States agreed to send civilian 
observers to monitor com- 
pliance with the agreement. 

'I he agreement also called 
for increased U-S. economic 
aid to Israel and Egypt and for 
additional military aid to the 
Israelis. 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct 
10 (R) — Tunisia has called 
for a “new order of informa- 
tion” as a corollary to the pro- 
posed new international eco- 
nomic order. 

'‘In the developed coun- 
tries. most of the media pre- 
sent the new international eco- 
nomic order as a threat to the 
well-being of industrialized 
societies,' 1 Tunisian Foreign 
Minister Muhammad Fltouri 
told the General Assembly. 

A far-reaching reform was 
needed to make the develop- 
ing countries, instead of just 
consumers of information, ac- 
tual producers and partners in 
the process. 

The notion of freedom of 
information was distorted so 
that it served as “an additional 
factor of domination and per- 
petuates relations based on in- 
equality and injustice,” Fttoti- 
ri continued.

“Are we to wait until the 
crisis reaches catastrophic pro- 
portion before we begin once 
again to take action and act 
together?” 

Fitouri said; “Of course con- 
ferences at tbe highest {evel 
among the principal develop- 
ed countries follow one after 
the other and decisions are 
taken one after the other on 
an attempt to bring out coor- 
dinated policies. 

“Without claiming to render 
judgement on these attempts, 
let me repeat here that any 
policies which ignore the in- 
terests, the needs and the eco- 
nomic potential of the third 
world not only perpetuate in- 
justice, but actually stem from 
short-sighted selfishness which 
can only aggravate the gene- 
ral insecurity.” 

Fitouri commended Robert 
McNamara, president of the 
World Bank, for denouncing 
in a recent report “with re- 
markable candor" the absence 
of a global and coherent eco- 
nomic policy. 

Referring to McNamara, 


tbe minister said: “His commit- 
ment and his conviction de- 
serve commendation from this 
rostrum, because he was spea- 
king with utmost clarity and 
was bold enough to place the 
responsibility where it belon- 
ged." 

Fitouri said international 
negotiations for a new econo- 
mic order, designed to give 
tbe Third World a chance to 
develop and free it from ar- 
tificial obstacles, have rarely 
gone beyond “the stage of 
analysis, general declarations 
and the affirmation of good 
intentions.” 

Regarding political issues, 
Fitouri said the Middle East 
will have lasting peace only 
with an overall settlement that 
takes into account the follow- 
ing points: 

— The right of the Palesti- 
nian people to self-determina- 
tion and to an independent 
state. 

— The participation in ne- 
gotiations of all parties con- 
cerned. including the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

— Tbe illegality of acquir- 
ing territories by force, ap- 
plied particularly to the libe- 
ration of Jerusalem. 


New settlements planned 
by Israel in Negev desert 


TEL AVIV, Oct. 10 (AP) 
— Israeli development autho- 
rities are working on plans to 
invest more than two billion 
dollars in new settlements and 
development projects in the 

Negev desert, officials said. 

The new communities are to 
resale some 4.000 Israelis now 
living in the Sinai peninsula, 
which is to revert to Egypt 
during the next three years 
following the signing of an 
Egypt ian-Jsraeli peace treaty.

The area is between 
what is to be an Egyptian de- 
militarized zone to the west 
and the Negev’s main town of 
Beersheba to the east. 

Planning of the new' settle- 
ments would take about seven 
to eight months, after which 
infrastructure work could be 
started. Hadar said. He said 
Israel would turn to foreign 
investors to finance part of 
the project, but couldn't speci- 
fy which countries Israel 
might approach.

Tangier and Ra- 
bat,'* Polisario's “defense mi- 
nister” Brahim Gbaii told a 
news conference. 

An estimated 2,000 men 
have been killed, wounded or 
captured on both sides in the 
three-year old war so far con- 
fined to the Sahara anfj the 
extreme south of Morocco. 

In Rabat King Hassan II 
Tuesday named Abdelhadi 
Bouialeb, 55, one of his top 
political advisers, as Moroc- 


co's minister in a cabinet re* 
shuffle. 

Diplomatic sources said 
Bouialeb, one of the most 
influential members of the 
King's entourage, was expec- 
ted to spearhead an energetic 
campaign to seek worldwide 
support for Morocco's anne- 
xation of the former Spanish 
Sahara. 

The information ministry 
has been held by a succession 
of low-ranking technocrats for 
years. Many Moroccans blame 
the growing influence of the 
Polisario guerrilla movement 
on the absence of a coherent 
Moroccan propaganda policy.

Moscow scolds China f s f arming frenzy 


MOSCOW, Oct. 10 (APh- 
The Soviet Union charged on 
Tuesday that China is “arming 
itself at a frenzied pace” and 
striving to wreck detente thro- 
ughout the world. 

An authoritative commen- 
tary appearing in the Soviet 
Communist Party newspaper 
“Pravda” attacked recent Chi- 
nese diplomacy and appeared 
aimed particularly to rebut a 
speech by Chinese Foreign 
Minister Huang Hua at the Uni- 
ted Nations. 

The commentary carried the 
signature of T. Alexandor, a 
pseudonym indicating high 
Kremlin authority. 

Both last year and in 1976. 
"Pravda” published Alexan- 
drov commentaries having a re- 
latively conciliatory tone in 
connection with the Chinese 
National Day Oct. !. This year, 
however, no similar comment- 
ary appeared. 

Tuesday’s article was any- 
thing but moderate. 

“Pravda" charged that 
Huang Hua’s speech at a ses- 
sion of the U.N. General As- 
sembly “was of a viciously 
anti-Soviet 'nature.” 

The foreign minister, “slan- 
derously characterized and dis- 
torted the foreign policy of the 
Soviet Union and other Socialist 
countries.”

Rizzo has also declared that

Cholera killing hundreds 
in Zaire , doctors report 


KINSHASA, Oct, 10 (R) — 
A cholera epidemic has killed 
hundreds of people in eastern 
Zaire and is spreading quick- 
ly. according to doctors work- 
ing in the infected areas. 

There were no official cas- 
ualty figures but they said ibe 
greatest number of deaths, es- 
timated at between 500 and 
1,000, occurred on tbe Ruzizi 
Plain in Kivu Province. 

Poor hygiene, lack of serum 


and antibiotics and transport 
difficulties have all contribu- 
ted to the spread of the epi- 
demic. they said. 

Tbe Belgian Embassy here 
said that an international ap- 
peal had been made for serum 
in powder form. antibiotics, 
sulfa drugs, disinfectants and 
beds. 

It said that if no immediate 
action were taken, tbe epide- 
mic could spread throughout 
Zaire in a matter of months.

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M.E. MANEUVERS 

Those who claim Egypt has abandoned the Arab cause 
in favor of a separate peace with Israel should take a doses 
look at President Sadat's strategy. Egypt's announcement this 
past weekend that it would link any progress on the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty with, parallel movement on the West Bank, 
and Palestinian questions may have come as a surprise to 
some — particularly the more cynical members of the “stead- 
fastness and confrontation front.” But those who have followed 
closely Mr. Sadat's actions over the past montis realize that 
his efforts have been aimed at enticing the Israelis into a 
framework for a comprehensive settlement. The Egyptian lea- 
der realized long ago that a separate peace could backfire 
seriously and introduce serious destabilizing factors into the 
Middle East equation. But at the same time, Mr. Sadat un- 
derstood all too well that Egypt was running out of bargaining 
leverage. 

Only by holding out the (for Israel) tantalizing prospect 
of a separate peace was he able to secure Menahem Begins 
agreement on the principles- of the Camp David accords. While 
these principles are admittedly vague, they do commit Israel 
to U.N. Resolution 242 and could, if sufficiently fleshed out, 
provide for ultimate Palestinian self -determinati on. Mr. Sadat 
is convinced that the only realistic way to achieve this goal 
Is through an evolutionary process in which Israel is gradually, 
step by step, forced to relinquish its grip on the occupied lands 
and come to terms with Palestinian leadership. The Egyptian 
president is thus holding forth, the “carrot” of a separate peace; 
but it is becoming clearer by the day that Egyptian-IsraeM re- 
lations will not be normalized until the Jewish state makes 
the commitments necessary for a comprehensive solution. 

It. is now expected that the Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty 
to be negotiated In Washington will include explicit provisions 
linking its implementation to progress on the Palestinian ques- 
tion and West Bank withdrawal Thus E&ypt [dans to parcel out 
the benefits of peace — diplomatic relations, exchange of am- 
bassadors, tourism, airline landing right®, etc— in a gradual 
fashion contingent on Israeli concessions witfr regard to Pales- 
tinian rights and other thorny issues. This strategy, of course, 
is fraught with potential danger, and can work only if the 
United States exerts steady pressure on the Israelis, providing 
the “stick” to complement the Egyptian “carrot,” The Egyp- 
tians say they have received assurances on this from the Car- 
ter administration. It remains to be seen whether the Uni- 
ted States will follow through, but it appears President Carter 
is in & better position than ever to exert discrete and unpiffili- 
cized pressure on the Begin government, given his greatly im- 
proved popularity in the wake of Camp David and Congress's 
apparent willingness to give bSm a free hand on the Middle 
East. 

It is important that the Jordanians, Syrians and Pales- 
tinians come to a thoughtful decision on whether they will 
participate in the Camp David format — since negotiations will 
apparently proceed, whether these three parties decide to join 
in or nob Egypt has said it is willing to negotiate on behalf 
of any absent parties. This approach would leave much to 
be desired, but, in all honesty, what could Syria, Jordan and 
the FLO do to stop it? If the momentum of Camp David is 
as unstoppable as it seems, then the absent Ar^b parties 
must find some way to cope with it, indeed capitalize on it 
ft docs little good to stand on the sidelines and complain. 

What if Mr. Sadat is able, despite the worst predictions, 
to outsmart the Begin government and lure Israel into a com- 
prehensive peace that it would have .never presvioudy accep- 
ted? There is a real possibility this could happen— remote 
though it seems at the moment. 

INDIRA GANDHI 

Mrs. Indira Gandhi, former prime minister in India, has 
announced her intention to contest a parliamentary by-election 
next month in the south of India. At the same time, she is 
facing prosecution on several charges of abuse of power dur- 
ing her controversial state of emergency which eventually prov- 
ed to be her undoing. 

Her decision to contest an election, not by proxy but 
personally, marks a growing self-confidence which cannot but 
be admired, considering the prolonged period of disgrace that 
she had gone through since her resounding defeat in the gen- 
eral elections last year. 

In that election her party was defeated, she lost her seat, 
and so did her son and the once redoubtable but cumbersome 
Congress Party of her illustrious father, broke up into two 
mutually hostile factions. 

Two important aspects of Indian public life draw at- 
tention and merit comment here. The first is that a former 
political leader like Mrs. Gandhi, discredited, ousted from 
office and weakened by dissension still has the guts to return 
to public life and fight for re-election 10 the country’s parlia- 
ment. 

The second one is that the political and constitutional 
structures of the country permit her to do so. This speaks 
volumes for the democratic way of life and the due process 
of law in the Indian sub-continent. The present leaders know 
only too well that she may well win the election, recapture a 
parliamentary seat and recoup her lost prestige with millions 
of Indian voters. 

These characteristics of Indian life combine to make 
India almost unique in the Third World where democratic 
liberties have Jong been suppressed and where constitutional 
legitimacy has been shelved in favor of so-called charismatic 
appeal. 
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French arms for Arab states

PARIS — 

More chan a century after 
Napoleon's officers helped the 
Viceroy of Egypt, Muhammad 
Ali, modernize his armies, the 
French are returning to hgypt 
to build supersonic aircraft, 
missiles and other sophisticated 
weapons. 

Several hundred French eng- 
ineers and technicians are be- 
ing sent to Egypt to expand a 
nascent Arab arms industry. 

iney will help produce, the 
Franco-West German Alpha-jet 
trainer and strike aircraft and 
France's latest Mirage 2000 
combat plane. 

The Arab Organization for 
Industrialization (AOi), set up 
by Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates, 
has signed a package deal with 
the French Marcel Dassault 
Aircraft Company for the as- 
sembly in Egypt of the Alpha- 
jet and the Mirage 2000. 

Snecma, the giant French 
company which builds engines 
tor the Mirage jets, and Matra, 
the missiles manufacturing 
group, are due to sign similar 
agreements soon. 

French companies involved 
in AOI projects include the 
1 horason-CS-F electronics con- 
cern which is building a big 
plant at Sharjah in the Gulf. 

The AOI, formed in 1975 
with an initial capital of SI 
billion, has also signed contracts 
with British Westland Lynx 
helicopters, for Britain’s Swing- 
fire anti-tank guided weapon, 
and with American Motors 
which already produces cannon- 
equipped Jeeps in Egypt. 

Attempting so much high 
technology manufacturing all at 


once will strain Egypt's stock 
of skilled manpower, according 
.to Western analysts. But the 
proposed peace treaty between 
Egypt and Israel win allow the 
Egyptian army to release many 
of its engineers and skilled 
workers into the arms indus- 
try. 

The groundwork for the new 
venture was laid by President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing in 
talks with President Anwar 
Sadat in Cairo in December 
1975. Giscard was the first 
■French leader to visit Egypt 
since Napoleon. 

It was an officer from Napo- 
leon’s army. Colonel Joseph 
Seze, the famous So liman Pasha 
whose statue stands in a Cairo 
square, who helped Muham- 
mad Ali build a modern army 
and a formidable fleet Arms he 
built were used in the Viceroy’s 
conquest of the Sudan. the 
Arabian Peninsula and Syria. 

But the decision to start 
building Mirage fighters in 
Egypt when only a prototype 
is flying and production in ' 
France is not due before 1982, 
came as a major surprise. 

The Egyptian forces today 
are busily replacing Soviet- sup- 
plied MiG fighters and out- 
dated tanks by Mirage jets and 
Western armor. 

The agreement signed in 
Cairo by Asnrat Marwan, head 
of the Arab Organization for 
inausinanzation until replaced 
by Sadat Monday, and Claude 
Beano Vaineres, chairman or 
the Marcel Dassault Company, 
provides tor the purchase ot 
1 4 reaay-Duilt Alpha- jets to 
be followed by another 150 
that will be assembled in Egypt 

As soon as Dassault starts 


its Mirage 2000 assembly line 
in France, it will build a simi- 
lar one in EgypL 

An existing aircraft plant in 
Hetwan, near Cairo, will be 
riefitted soon and other facto- 
ries built around it will serve 
'as the nucleus of the new war- 
planes industry. 

Total self-sufficiency is plan- 
ned with the construction of 
the Mirage 2000, which, is de- 
signed to fly at two and a half 
times the speed of sound. 

French Air Force chief-of- 
staff Gen. Maurice Saint Cricq 
considers that the Mirage 2000 
will outmatch the Soviet 
Union’s MiG 25, the NATO 
code-named Foxbat combat air- 
craft, and any existing U.S. 
aircraft of its category. 

The Helwan -complex will 
also asseirible Snecma "s Larzac 
jet engines for the Alpha-jet 
planes and new powerful M-53 
engines for the Mirage 2000s. 

Matra President Jean-Luc 
Lagardere said he was going 
ahead with plans to build 
under license in Egypt Crotale 
ground-to-air missiles against 
low-flying supersonic aircraft 
as well as a whole range of 
air-to-ground missiles including 

Magic-5 50s for Mirage jets.

Western observers' predict 
that Egypt, after the Camp 
David settlement with Israel, 
will turn its attention increas- 
ingly to thwarting Soviet in-, 
fluence in Africa. 

“We hope that peace will be' 
'restored in the troubled Middle 
East area,” a senior Arab offi- 
cial said. “But you know, we 
have to defend our oil wealth 
and help keep the oil routes 
open." — (R)

California — 

A sharp decline in discove- 
ries of “supergiant" oil fields 
— those from which 5 billion 
barrels or more will eventually 
be recovered could lead to 
greater dependence on pro- 
duction from known fields, a 
Rand Corp. analyst concludes 
in a report issued last month. 

Richard Nehring, a resear- 
cher with the Santa . Monica 
nonprofit -research organiza- 
tion, says in the study that 
only two potential supergiant 
fields were found in the early 
1970s. Compared with 13 
recognized or potential fields 
in the early 1960s. 

This is important because, 
Nehring says, “the growth of 
known recoverable world oQ 
resources to their present level 
has been dependent on the 
discovery and development of 
giant and particularly super- 
giant oil fields.” (Giant fields 
have a capacity of 500 million 
barrels or more). 

Sponsored by the Office of 
Economic Research of the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy. Nehring’s report says that 
if past trends continue, more 
than half of future additions 
to the world’s oil supply will 
come from increased recovery 
in existing fields. 

The report estimates that at 


current consumption rates 
there is now a 60 — to. 90- 
year supply of petroleum. 
Nehring places ultimate world 
oil supply at between 1,700 and 
2300 billion barrels. His con- 
clusion. which includes con- 
ventional sources only and not 
• the hundreds of billions of 
barrels that could be develop- 
ed from oil tar sand and oil 
shale deposits, agrees essen- 
tially with other studies of 
world petroleum supply. 

The study points out that 
33 supergiant fields, 25 of 
which are in the Mideast, hold 
more than half of known re- 
coverable reserves. The lar- 
gest by far is the prolific Gha- 
war field in Saudi Arabia with 
reserves of 70 billion barrels. 
Only two U.S. fields, Prud- 
hoe Bay and East Texas, rank 
among the supergiants. 

According to the report, 
three-quarters of known world 
oil’ resources are found hi 
seven countries — Saudi Ara- 
bia, the United States, the 
Soviet Union, Iran. Kuwait, 
Venezuela and Iraq. 

Nehring estimates that three 
to eight supergiant fields may 
yet be found, most likely in 
the Mideast. Mexico, the So- 
viet Union or the Gulf of Ve- 
nezuela. He also considers off- 
shore fields and areas around 
the Arctic Ocean as promising 
candidates, but adds the cost 


of developing those may be 
high. 

Future oil discoveries, he 
says, will have to come “from 
expensive environments, from 
fields with lower well pro- 
ductivity, from smaller fields, 
or from the application of se- 
condary and enhanced re- 
covery.” 

Other factors that will af- 
fect oil availability, according 
to the report, are production 
policies of the OPEC coun- 
tries and the economic returns 
both to producers and - re- 
finers. 

“The period in which in- 
cremental oil production capa- 
city could be added very 
cheaply, a period that was sy- 
nonymous with the discovery 
and initial development of the 
supergiants, is past.” Nehring 
concludes. 

In an interview, Nehring 
said that the prospect of a 
doubling or tripling of future 
oil resources “is out of the 
question because most of those 
basins have been looked over 
pretty well.” 

He said he proposed the 
study to the CIA two years 
ago. "when it was criticized 
, for not having good data.” 

The report was reviewed by 
several major oil companies, 
he said, which generally con- 
curred with its conclusions. — 
(LAT) 


The phosphate war

BOUCRAA, Morocco- 

Enormous heaps of greenish 
dust rise out of the flat wil- 
derness like a chain of moun- 
tains, visible from 80 kilome- 
ters away on a clear day. 

The surrounding desert is 
no-man’s land, a “free fire 
zone” where everything that 
moves is exposed to the full 
■firepower of the Moroccan Ar- 
my. The insurgent enemy is 
the Polisario guerrilla move- 
ment fighting against Moroc- 
can rule in the former Spanish 
Sahara. 

Stockpiled mounds of phos- 
phate tower over the Boucraa 
manes, one of the world’s lar- 
gest known phosphate depo- 
sits. The only important 
wealth of the former Spanish 
Sahara, the mines- have been 
paralyzed since Polisario at- 
tacks three years ago. 

Moroccan troops with ma- 
c h i n g giifls and armored cars 
waft in the shimmering heat, 
guarding 200 workers trying to 
bring Boucraa back into ope- 
ration. 

The guerrillas, intimidated 
by the Moroccan military pre- 
sence, no longer attack Bou- 
craa itsdf. But they roam vir- 
tually at will in the open de- 
sert, and no one from the 
camp ventures outside the “se- 
curity perimeter” except in ar- 
my convoys. 

In the heart of the Sahara 
wasteland, some 120 kilometers 
inland from the colonial ca- 
pital, A1 Ayoun, the Spaniards 
a decade ago discovered a 312- 
square-kilometer phosphate 
lode containing a proven 1.7 
billion tons. 

The phosphate, in demand 


throughout the world for use 
as fer tilizer , abruptly turned 
the territory from an economic 
millstone into a source of reve- 
nue for Spain. 

The Spaniards spent S300 
million developing the mines, 
including two giant strip min- 
ing cranes and a conveyor 
belt from Boucraa to the port 
and refinery at A1 Ayoun. 

The min e* were to be opera- 
ted jointly for Spain, Morocco 
and Mauritania by the Moroc- 
can phosphate monopoly 
OCP. Even without Boucraa, 
Morocco is by fax the world's 
largest exporter of phosphate, 
the mainstay of its econo&y. 

Everything stopped in Bou- 
craa when the guerrillas, con- 
verged on the mine early m 
l976 io sabotage the installa- 
tions. The conveyor belt was 
wrecked in several places and 
its controls demolished. T he 
only road to A1 Ayoun was 
mined. 

The 6,000-volt electric power 
line needed to work the 4,300- 
ton cranes and other machi- 
nery was cut and many of the 
pylons were blown up. The 
mining camp itself was attack- 
ed with mortars and rockets. 
The Spanish technicians fled. 

Morocco moved in an army 
brigade to protect the site, but 
for three years the mine re- 
mained paralyzed. Now, with 
refined phosphate selling at 
S40 a ton, it is slowly coming 
back to life. 

More than 200 workers are 
repairing the cranes and instal- 
ling new machinery. Teams 
under heavy guard are work- 
ing in the desert restoring the 
conveyor belt and power line. 
Security is still a problem aod

self than fat or connective 
tissue.** 

This is discouraging for wo- 
men and may explain why more 
of them diet than men. In 
general women are ready tar- 
gets for the thousands of gim- 
micks Lbat are supposed to 
make losing weight easier and 
they know much more about 
losing (and gaining) weight than 
do men. 

At the same time women ap- 
pear to do a slightly better job 
at keeping their weight down 
than men, even though it is 
more difficult. 

According to the U.S. Natio- 
nal Center for Health Statistics, 
the average American man is 
now 9 to 14 kilos over his 
ideal weight, while the average 
American woman is 7 to 9 
kilos heavier than she should 
be. Men are 1.8 kilos heavier 
today than they were 10 years 
ago. 


In recent years there has been 
a growing realization that m 
order to keep off the weight 
once it is lost, new behavior 
patterns are usually necessary, 
fhis has led to diet and be- 
havior modification groups. 
Even the old-time diet organi- 
zation, such as TOPS, (take off 
pounds sensibly) are into “be- 
havior mod.** "Hiey now have 
a followup program called 
KOPS (keep off pounds sen- 
sibly). 

But more people try crazy 
crash diets rather than the sen- 
sible ones like TOPS, hoping for 
an easy cure. Some of these 
diets have proved extremely 
dangerous. 

1 he liquid protein diet comes 
to mind immediately, not only 
because of its recent popularity, 
but -because a number of deaths 
have been attributed to it. This 
diet, and many variations of it. 
are part of the fasting method 
for losing, weight. 

Total fasting for extended 
periods requires a stay in hos- 
pital and should never be un- 
dertaken without medical super- 
vision. 

Even modified fasting re- 


people. Their deaths have been 
linked, though not conclusively, 
to liquid protein dieting. 

While high fat diets, which 
bave been around for about 1 00 
years, are not considered as 
dangerous, physicians say .they 
are not particularly safe either. 
One of the most recent ver- 
sions was the Dr. Atkins' diet, 
in which the dieter could eat 
all the fat desired, but so 
carbohydrates. While there may 
be an initial weight loss, mostly 
due to loss of body water, the 
diet, experts explain, puts a 
great burden on the kidneys. 

The protein diets, like Dr. 
Stillman's, also preclude carbo- 
hydrates — with the similar 


possible consequences. Low 
carbohydrate diets of any kind 
are particularly dangerous for 
people with cholesterol or heart 
problems. 

Then there are the diets 
-which go by names sucb as 
grapefruit or banana. Too 
often, they are just gimmicks 
for diet- bored people. The 
grapefruit diet, first unveiled by 
•Helena Rubenstein in 1938, call- 
ed for eating nothing but grape- 
fruit and drinking only black 
coffee for one week. It is 
bound to work. What happens 
after, if you survive it. is an- 
other matter. — (WP)

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Russian influence straddles the Khyber

KABUL — If you want to 
see why non-Communist Asia 
from Iran to India may soon 
Look about 15 solid as a drop- 
ped plate, this is the place. The 
nightmare of every British 
viceroy of India is becoming 
reality. Russian influence has 
reached the Khyber. 

When you arrive in Kabul 
after a drive up from the Pak- 
istani city of Peshawar, thr- 
ough the Khyber Pass and the 
canyons in Afghanistan, die 
city is a dusty ami-climax. It is 
lowbuilt on a wide, hill-ringed 
plain. Any historic glory is 
confined in the small marble 
lomb of Emperor Babur, the 
life-loving, tipsy genius who 
founded the Mogul Empire. 
But you see at once that some- 
thing has happened here that 
threatens all Asia, from Kur- 
distan to Kashmir. 

There in the “Kabul Times” is 
the latest speech of Andrei Gro- 
myko at the U.N. there tired old 


Communist phrases — “toiling 
and patriotic masses," “invinci- 
ble revolution,” “black react-' 
ton.” Officials go about, self- 
consciously, saying “comrade." 
The Chinese are criticized: 
Ethiopia, Cuba, South Yemen 
are emotionally praised. 

On official Afghan wall- 
maps, you see the "new fron- 
tiers." Huge chunks — all Ba- 
luchistan. all the Worth-West 
Frontier Province, have been 
blithely detached from Pakis- 
tan which Gen. Zia ul-Haq 
wants >o get back, for protec- 
tion. into the British Common- 
wealth. 


ensure the survival of the regime 
of -Prime Minister Noor Muham 
mad Taraki and his deputy but 
tougher partner, Hafizuliah 
Amin. 

The saddening — but fami- 
liar — thing is that the suroess 
of a miniscule group of intel- 
lectuals rests, as far as anyone 
can see, on very little popular 
support. Taraki and Amin have 
laid about them literally left, 
right and center. 


General Zia, who last month 
flow up to Kabul “to say hello” 
to the new rulers, told me he 
thought Afghanistan had gone 
Communist for good.

An army cut and 
re-cut, so to speak, down to the 
bone-headed, an unorganized 
opposition, and thousands of 
Soviet advisers will very likely 


Pule Charkhi prison in Kabul 
groans, by all accounts, with a 
gallimaufry of political prison- 
ers. “Lots of our neighbors 
were knocked up at night 
and taken away — women and 
children. Teachers, civil ser- 
vants, Western educated people, 
fine people." an Asian long 
resident in Kabul told me. 
“Hundreds have simply disap- 
peared.” 

Not only that — six former 
comrades- in-arms of Taraki 
and Amin, kt the other Com- 


munist Party, Parchem, having 
first been conveniently disposed 
of in ambassadorships abroad, 
have now been summarily dis- 
missed and told “don't come 
back — or else." 

The bewildered six— just as 
Communist as Taraki and 
Amin — are now clustering to- 
gether in Prague. Even Colo- 
nel (later General) Qadr, who 
ran the coup that brought the 
present Khalq (People's) Par- 
ty of Taraki and Amin to 
power, has been despatched 
from the ministry of defense 
to oblivion. 


He may have objected — he 
was a stubborn nationalist— to 
the Soviet military advisers now 
“crawling” about his ministry, 
and to Amin's introduction of 
political commissars into every 
military unit. Purges have en- 
sured that no one previously 
over the rank of major or 
captain remains in the Afghan 
array. 


The -police force, previously 
trained by the West Germans 
(the army was the Soviet prero- 
gative) has been decimated by 
executions. (“It looked as if 
every army officer had been 
given a license to kill any police 
officer he saw,” an eye-witness 
told me). 

Now East German police and 
intelligence experts are expec- 
ted — ji is the pattern in other 
Soviet “proxy” countries — to 
replace the West Germans. 
The same West-East swop is 
affecting the university. 

The only consolation for the 
West is that its diplomats are 
not finding themselves up 
against a total brick wall with 
the new Afghan officials. Af- 
ghanistan will need the aid 
which the West, including Ame- 
rica, has given in the past. 

Afghans in the street are 
friendly and smiling. They are 
also the most interestingly di- 
verse people I have seen any-

LIEGE, Belgium — When 
the President of Somalia visited 
Belgium Iasi month in search 
of arms and foreign aid, his 
official itinerary noted, “Visit 
to Liege." 

There was no public ex- 
planation why Muhammad Siad 
Barre. touring Western Europe 
on a tight schedule, would 
want to drive 90 kilometers out 
of Brussels 10 visit an old 
industrial town in an econo- 
mically depressed area? Bel- 
gian government officials made 
little effort privately to conceal 
Siad Barre's destination: He 
was going, they acknowledged, 
to “FN”, or Fabrique Natio- 
nal, Beige. 

FN is kingpin of Belgian 
arms production and, it is 
said, the world’s largest expor- 
ter of small arms. An expand- 
ing company on Liege's out- 
skirts. it purchased a majority 
share last year in the American 
Browning Arms Company and 
is now building 10,000 machine 
guns for the U.S. Army. 

The factory is best known 
— and has suffered some pub- 
lic criticism — for its exports 
of arms to developing countries. 
FN now supplies arms to 90 
nations, with 60 per cent of its 
arms production going to the 
non-indusirialized world, offi- 
cials of the privately owned 
company say. 

FN is an exporter of arms 
to Libya and other parts of the 
Middle East, does substantial 
business in Africa and Latin 
America and has supplied arms 
in the past to both Ethiopia and 
Somalia, now bitter enemies. 
Siad Barre received a souvenir 
pistol as a gift during his visit

to FN last month, but Gustave 
Joassart, chief of FN’s arms 
marketing, said Somalia has not 
decided if it will again be an 
FN customer. 

Officials say the company 
sold arms to both Rhodesia and 
South Africa until the United 
Nations imposed sanctions aga- 
inst those countries. 

“We are manufacturers. Our 
role is 10 let our workers work 


and to make the factory live,” 
Joassart said in interview with 
the Associated Press. “It’s not 
for us to tell our government 
we shouldn't furnish arms '.o 
one country or another." 

FN has to seek Belgian gov- 
ernment permission for the ex- 
port of its arms, and the gov- 
ernment usually bars exports to 
“areas of active conflict.'’ But 
neither FN nor government 
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officials will talk in detail about 
what arms go where. 

“An arms factory is a little 
like a bank,” Joassart said. “We 
don't publish our clients' ac- 
counts.” FNs sales in 1976-77 
were S327 million, about 80 
per cent military-related. 


rifles. FN is opening a factory 
in South Carolina that will em- 
ploy 300 people, has a subsi- 
diary in Brazil and is hoping to 
start producing anti-tank wea- 
pons and artillery. 


FN and government officials 
agree that the factory is vital 
to Liege. A city of 130,000 
people with a long arm s-m ik- 
ing tradition, its factories sold 
200.000 weapons a year to the 
United States during the period 
of the P.S. Civil War. 


FN also maintains foundries 
for civilian products, builds tur- 
bines and sells its metallurgy 
and engineering services. The 
company has tried throughout 
its 90-year history to develop 
lines of civilian products, but 
few have lasted long. 


The FN factory now employs 
about 9.300 workers in Liege. 

The Liege factory is a col- 
lection of faded red brick build- 
ing?, many dating back to the 
turn of the century. A United 
Nations flag flies over the com- 
plex — chosen, one official said, 
“because so many national lea- 
ders come here, it's easier to 
have one flag for all of them.’ 


FN has tried and given up 
production of cars, motorcycles, 
trucks and milking machines. 
Now it is trying to expand a 
line of golf clubs and tennis 
racquets. 


FN is not permitted to sell 
arms to irregular armies and 
guerrilla movements, but is 
eager to expand its trade with 
established countries. Joassart

Arms sales by FN and other 
Belgian companies have regu- 
larly come In for criticism in 
the Belgian parliament and by 
leftist newspapers.

U.S. Senate slashes 
individual income tax 


WASHINGTON, Oct 10 
(R) — The United States Se- 
nate Monday night voted to 
slash individual income taxes 
by a total of 5142 billion over 
four years but oaly if Con- 
gress curbs federal spending. 

The tax cut — to take ef- 
fect only if there were spen- 
ding restraints and a balanced 
budget by 1982 — had the 
support of the coalition of 
Democrats and Republicans. 
It took the form of an amend- 
ment to the pending tax cut 
bill and won Senate approval 
by -65 votes to 20. 

It would cut taxes by eight 
billion doPare in 1980, rising 
to 566 billion a year in 1983. 


This would be on top of in- 
dividual income tax cuts tor 
1979 already in the bSL 

The UjS. government's 
spending growth would have 
to be curbed under the plan 
and could not exceed die in- 
flation rate plus one per cent 
a year. 

In addition, spending could 
not exceed 19.5 per cent of 
the U.S. gross national pro- 
duct (GNP) — the sum total 
of goods and services. At pre- 
sent, federal spending Ts 22.5 
per cent of GNP.

The gunman ran away and 
escaped in a black car driven 
by an accomplice. 

Later, a woman telephoned 
the evening newspaper “Vita,” 
saying: “This is the Red Bri- 
gades. At 1415 we executed 
Girolamo Tartaglione, of the 
general directorate of the Jus- 
tice Ministry.” ■ 

Tartaglione was the 1 2th 
Italian lulled by the Red Bri- 
gades so far this year. The 
others included Aldo Moro, 
who was kidnapped and held 
hostage for 55 days before be- 
ing shot.

He was met at Haneda Air- 
port by Japanese Foreign Mi- 
nistry officials and West Ger- 
man diplomats. 

Schmidt will be formally

Schmidt was accompanied 
by a delegation of chancellery 
officials, bankers, and busi- 
nessmen. 

His visit is the first by a 
West German chancellor for 
nine years. 


He told reporters at an im- 
promptu press conference out- 
side Premier lan Smith’s offi- 
ce: "It is finished. All racial dis- 
crimination is finished, scrapp- 
ed. I’m so happy 1 could jump 
on the top of the roof.” 

Tbe aonouDcement was seen 
as a major boost to Smith and 
his black government collea- 
gue Ndabaningi Sithole, as they 
campaigned for support for 
their coalition in the United 
States. 

Muzorewa said the measures 
meant the end of the Land 
Tenure Act, which divides 
Rhodesia in half between 
270.000 whites and over six 
million blacks. 

It was not clear when the 
new measures would take ef- 
fect They must he approved 
by parl iam ent, which WlH not 
reconvene until the end of 
November.

The desegregation of schools 
and hospitals will be contained 
in a new constitution for a 
Mack-ruled Zimbabwe which 
must first be approved by the 
whites in a referendum.
